(b) a base Ieaf\pd€flying the first leaf and having a second thickness 
greater than the first thickness, the bas/leaf comprising an upper non-adhesive surface adapted to 
serve as the outer surface and an opposing lower surface adapted to mount the stack onto a surface to 
be covered, the opposing second surface comprising a mounting adhesive applied thereon, the 
mounting adhesive being of sufficient strength to prevent lifting of the stack during removal of 
individual leaves.
